‘Reprinted From Gibbons’ Stamp “Monthly 


oie the issue of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News 
for November 30th 
there was reprinted 
from Gibbons’ Stamp 
Monthly, the monthly 
installment of notes 
and news on new and prospective 
issues of postage stamps, under 
the heading as above. The ma- 
terial in these notes is gathered 
from the correspondence of the 
great House of Stanley Gibbons, 
Ltd., of London, England. Per- 
haps there is no other firm of deal- 
ers in postage stamps and pub- 
lishers of Philatelic Literature 
whose world wide connections 
would be productive of so much 
and so accurate and valuable news 
as comes to the House of Gibbons. 

Several favorable comments have 
been received by the Editor of 
Linn’s Weekly asking for a con- 
tinuance of the publication of these 
notes and since the matter herein 
is of a news nature it fits in very 
well with our idea of publishing 
as much as possible in the way of 
stamp news. 

Our readers will note that cata- 
logue references are to the Gib- 
bons Catalog but in most cases 
will have little difficulty in identi- 
fying the stamps mentioned, in 
their Scott catalogs. 

For the benefit of those collec- 
ors who are interested in knowing 
as much as it is easily possible to 
learn about their stamps a Gib- 
bons catalog is of great help. 
Throughout the Gibbons catalog 
are many notes on the various is- 
sues as well as information as to 
where and by whom the various 
stamps have been printed as well 
as names of designers of the dif- 
ferent stamps. Many illustrations 
of watermark and other varieties 
are scattered through the book and 
besides being a catalog it is really 





a very interesting handbook and 
we can not too strongly recom- 
mend its purchase by the real stu- 
dent of stamps, 

One of the most interesting feat- 
ures is the information printed 
below most illustrations, giving 
the name of the personage or the 
subject of the scene that is de- 
picted on the separate stamps. 


BRITISH EMPIRE 


Australia. The new Western 
Australian Centenary stamp has 
been printed from twelve plates, 
each of which is numbered over the 
first stamp on the sheet. Plates 
10, 11, and 12 are said to be the 
rarest. 


Canada. Mrs. H. Helen draws 
our attention to a small difference 
between the recent 4c. value and 
the previous denominations in the 
same type. This is to be found in 
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the value tablets which, in the new 
arrival, are square at the bottom 
instead of scolloped. 


Fiji. The Gibbons’ handbook on 
this country states that the earliest 
known date of posting of letters 
bearing the 2c. on ld., blue, of 
1872, is September 16th, 1872. This 
date may have been beaten since 
the publication of the book, but we 
have no record. At any rate, Mr. 
R. D. Everard kindly shows us a 
cover with these stamps penmarked 
“26.8.72,” the “LEVUKA” post- 
mark on the back being dated 
“AU. 29.72.” 


India. The series of Air Stamps 
was due for issue on the 1st of last 
month in the following values, viz. 
38a,4a,6a.,8a.,and12a. We 
are officially informed that their 
use is to be confined to the prepay- 
ment of articles transmitted by 
air. 

We are also told that the 4% a 
Service from the Nasik Press was 
put on sale on the 1st October, but 
specimens have not come to hand. 


Kisengarh. The various values 
of the current Type 16 differ 
slightly in size, and we think it as 
well if we put on record the exact 
sizes of these stamps, viz.:— 


S.G. 
Nos. 72 & 73, 19 mm. x 23% mm. 
Nos. 76 to 78, 19% mm. x 25 mm. 
No. 79, 20 mm. x 25 mm. 


Soruth. It is curious to see pic- 
torial stamps arriving from a na- 
tive state, as with very few excep- 
tions stamps of modern appear- 
ance do not figure in this group. 
Apart from the new stamps, pro- 
visionals are expected. 


Kenya and Uganda. We are 
officially informed that the T75c. 
was withdrawn from sale on June 
1st, 1929. 
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Newfoundland. The new 3c. on 
6c. provisional was surcharged in 
blocks of 25, and there are a num- 
ber of minor variations in the posi- 
tion of the letters, etc., in the in- 
dividual stamps of the setting. 


Nyasaland. Mr. C. D. Twyman 
kindly sends us dates of issue of

FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


Abyssinia. With reference to the 
new Air stamps, Mr. V. A. Otta- 
way kindly informs us that they 
were not issued for use on any air 
service, but in commemoration of 
the arrival, by air, of the first 
aeroplane in Addis-Abeba. (The 
qualification, “by air,” is necessary, 
we are told, since some years ago 
an aeroplane arrived by rail, but 
was returned unpacked owing to 
the Ethiopian dislike of innova- 
tions.) 

The stamps were available for 
postage for five days only, i.e. for 
letters leaving Addis-Abeba by the 
Monday and Friday trains (19th 
and 23rd August). The aeroplane 
itself carried no mail though our 
correspondent believes that it was 
intended to do so. 


Argentina. We learn from Mr. 

H. Davis that the new com- 
memorative stamps commemorate 
the discovery of America, which 
event is celebrated annually by 
the “Dia de la Raza” (—day of the 
(Spanish) (race). The fleet of 
Columbus is shown in miniature 
on two of the stamps, while the 
bank holiday spirit is well typified 
by the bunting on one value. Print- 
ing :— 


2c. and 12c., 4 million each. 
5¢e, 10 million. 


Mr. H. G. Spanton tells us that 
ordinary postage stamps are now 
allowed to be employed in pay- 
ment of air-mail fees, and their 
use in this way is becoming quite 
general. Our informant adds that 
it is expected that no more Air 
stamps will be issued when the 
current series is exhausted. 


Austria. The new stamps are 
intended to draw attention to the 
attractions of the country as a 
paradise for tourists. While the

designs are in some cases attrac- 
tive, we think more could have 
been done to make the series beau- 
tiful. Czecho-Slovakia produces 
all her stamps from. engraved 
plates, while Austria only uses this 
process for the two highest values, 
which “show up” the typographed 
stamps very badly. 

Perhaps the “Come to Britain” 
movement will take a leaf out of 
Austria’s book and urge our Gov- 
ernment to issue a pictorial series. 
We trust, however, that the aver- 
age straight-fronted British sea- 
side resort will never figure on a 
postage stamp. 

There are to be no new Charity 
stamps from Austria this year, 
but the “Nibelung” series will 
still be on sale. 


Brazil. Dr. Mario de Sanctis 
very kindly informs us that a defi- 
nite air mail issue is in prepara- 
tion at the Mint. The values will 
be 50, 200, 300, 500, 1000, 2000, 
5000, and 10,000 reis. The lower 
values will depict various types 
of aeroplane, while the three high- 
er values will portray Father 
Bartholomeu Gusmao, Augusto 
Severo, and Santos Dumont, three 
famous pioneers of flight. 


Bulgaria. Mr. L. Sidebottom 
shows us the 3 1. on 50 st., blue, 
of 1924 (S.G. 259), which shows 
what appears to be an additional 
character before the first letter 
of “leva” in the surcharge. Closer 
examination shows that a_ loose 
quad has apparently got inked or, 
if the surcharging was done from 
plates, there must have been a 
flaw here. The variety was con- 
stant for at any rate part of the 
printing as we find a copy in our 
Publishers’ stock. 


Colombia. Although stamps are 
the subject of such intensive study, 
established ideas as to dates of 
issue of early stamps continue to 
go by the board. 

We are indebted to Mr. J. Hall 
Barron, F.R.P.S.L., for the sight 
of a cover bearing a 10c Colom- 
bia, S.G. No. 40, hitherto believed 
to have been issued in 1863. Writ- 
ten above the stamp (which has 
the Bogota oval cancellation) by 
the sender of the letter is the date 
“11.7.62,” while the postmarks on 
the back are:— 


“CARTHAGENA SP. 1 (7?) 
1862” 


“LONDON, E.C. SP. 29. ’62” 
“DUDLEY, SP. 30, ’62” 


The letter evidently had to wait 
some time for the mail boat at 
Carthagena, but the cover is ob- 
vious proof that the stamp was 
issued in 1862. 


Ecuador. Collectors are warned 
against forgeries of the “Asemblea 
Nacional” overprint which are be- 
ing circulated mainly in the United

Egypt. The new Air stamp is 
printed in sheets of 50 (5x10), with 
Control “A 29” at bottom right 
corner. 


Finland. New 5, 10, and 25 mark 
stamps in large pictorial designs 
are to be issued next month. 


France. The Times states that 
a 1% fr. air mail stamp is to be 
issued, the design showing an 
aeroplane flying over the old har- 
pour of Marseilles. 


Holland. Mr. P. Gordon Wim- 
berley writes us that the 22%éc, is 
to be surcharged 21c. as the inland 
registration rate is to be changed. 


Curacao. There are two print- 
ings of the 50c. on 12%c. air pro- 
visional in the recent issue. One 
printing was on sheets from Plate 
A, on which the indicator numbers 
in the side margins start from “1” 
at the top of the sheet, and the 
other on sheets from Plate B 
where the marginal numbers read 
upwards in numerical order. The 
Plate A sheets are printed on white 
paper with white gum, while those 
from Plate B have yellowish gum, 
which probably accounts for the 
toned appearance of the paper. 
The air stamps on the yellowish 
paper are scarcer than those on 
the white. 


Luxemburg. The design for this 
year’s Xmas Charity series, gives 
the portrait of Princess Marie 
Gabrielle, the fourth child of the 
Grand Duchess. There is still 
another member of the family, the 
youngest, Prince Charles, whom 
presumably we may expect to see 
next year. 


Paraguay. A decree of August 
30th, 1929, authorizes the printing 
of 500,000 stamps of 50c., orange, 
and of a similar number with the 
“C” overprint, in the same design 
as before. 


Portugal. With reference to the 
le.60 blue, with double overprint 
“Revalidado” we learn that only 
one sheet of 180 was sold thus, at 
the Santa Cruz Post Office, Fun- 
chal, Madeira, or, at least, part of 
the sheet was sold either for post- 
al purposes or to collectors, and 
the remainder somewhere about 
80, were withdrawn from sale. 

It should be noted that the 
double overprint shows one weak 
and defective impression overlap- 
Ping the top of the word “COR- 
REIO.” The second impression, 
evidently done to remedy the poor 
work, is clear, and about (4 mm.) 
above the other. 


Vatican City. The postmark of 
the new Papal state shows the 
words “POSTE VATICANE” in a 
double circle, with a star at bot- 
tom centre, and the date in figures 
across the diameter. Above and 
below the date are barred segments 
of the inner circle.

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JUST WHAT ARE TWEEZERS 
FOR? 





Robert L. Carlisle, a Delano, 
Calif., boy, writes in, “Where can 
I get stamp tongs for holding 
stamps while steaming them off 
letters or cards? 

My dear boy—I wrote him by 
return mail, you don’t use tweezers 
for that purpose, because you don’t 
steam off paper—or at least you 
shouldn’t if you are a real phila- 
telist. 

Current U. S. stamps and most 
foreign stamps (except current 
Dutch Indies) can safely be soaked 
in water out of the hydrant (or 
slightly luke-warm) for 15 or 20 
minutes, or until they float apart 
from the paper. Then the free 
stamps should be put for a minute 
into another pan of clean water to 
remove all gum from backs. After 
that lay the stamps out FACE 
DOWN on a newspaper to dry. It 
is not necessary to place stamps 
between blotters for drying. The 
newspapers covered with wet 
stamps will dry faster if placed on 
the floor rather than on a table. 

Some collectors may object to 
this method, but we affirm that it 
is safe enough for all current U.S 
for the colors are quite fast. I 
have seen collectors wash whole 
tubs of precancels in this manner 
without any apparent damage to 
the printed precancels; a few of 
the handstamps with fugitive ink 
faded or ran, but the colors of the 
stamps themselves seemed quite 
fast. 

Of course, it is well to be very 
careful in washing any older issues 
of stamps, both U. S. and foreign. 
Where stamps of value are con- 
cerned, they can be floated on top 
of a pan of water. This floating 
method should ALWAYS be used 
with the EARLY ISSUES OF 
RUSSIA and ALL DUTCH IN- 
DIES. 

Tweezers are very handy, friend 
Robert Carlisle, for rapid and clean 
handling and affixing of stamps in 
collections. But don’t steam your 
stamps off paper, either with or 
without tweezers. Use your el- 
bows for handling them if you 
must steam them—but even then 
better remember that heat hastens 
chemical action, and steam will 
surely change a color if it is pos- 
sible for water to change it.

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WHO PUT THE WITCH ON 
WASHINGTON? 





The new year book of the Junior 
Philatelic Society of America con- 
tains among other items the state- 
ment that the current 2c U. S. 
Postage stamp contains a hidden 
face. Turn the stamp so that the 
bottom of the stamp is to the right 
and look closely at the wig of 
Washington where it touches the 
ear. The ear forms the nose of 
the witch. She has long flowing 
hair and one can almost see the 
snaggle teeth. It is a very clearly 
seen hidden face and is caused by 
the hair of the wig being ragged 
and unkempt rather than neatly 
pulled back as in other stamps 
with this same Washington por- 
trait. 

The witch head appears on all 
stamps bearing Washington’s pic- 
ture since the issue of 1908. On 
all values. Is it caused by the in- 
tent of the engraver or by chance?

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AN HISTORIC COVER 





Mr. John F. Steward of Addison, 
Michigan, submits for examination 
a cover that is of interest to a Phil- 
atelist but of greater value to the 
collector of autographs. Covers 
of the type before the use of 
stamps are plentiful, but quite fre- 
quently the signatures to letters 
written in the early days make 
them of great interest to the phila- 
telist but of greater value to the 
collector of autographs. 

The cover is cancelled at Auburn, 
N. Y., July 13, and the letter bears 
the date 1836. The letter is ad- 
dressed simply to “Mr. Henry W. 
Schooley, Ovid.” Ovid is in New 
York State. 

M. Stewards story of the find 
of this interesting letter is of in- 
terest and is quoted herewith: 

“A few years ago I became ac- 
quainted with Octavia Axtel, an old 
lady about eighty years of age, 
whose maiden name was Octavia 
Schooley. Her husband Jahiel 
Axtel, was a member of Berdan’s 
Sharp Shooters, a famous Regi- 
ment from Michigan in the Civil 
War. As Jahiel died several years 
before, my aged friend was living 
comfortably at the Beach on a 
Widow’s pension. After Mrs. Ax- 
tel’s death I was appointed admin- 
istrator of her small estate. Of 
course, my first duty as adminis- 
trator, as it seemed to me, was to 
take an inventory of her corre- 
spondence. Imagine my pleasure 
and surprise, when my eyes fell 
upon the enclosed letter, written 
July 13th, 1836, by William H. 
Seward, Lincoln’s great Secretary 
of State, to Henry M. Schooley, 
Mrs. Axtel’s father, before the 
days not only of postage stamps 
but also of envelopes. I later ascer- 
tained that the Schooleys and the 
Sewards were related.”

Heretofore it has been impossible to procure an album for keeping 
entire original covers in a satisfactory and practical manner, in a way 
that would permit of quick, permanent and easy mounting of covers 
in the album, quick and easy change when rearrangement were neces- 
sary, changing without injury to either the album page or the cover. 
Mounting that would display the entire cover, both front and back with- 
out as much as a pin point being covered up or hidden from view. An 
album that provides at the same time, ample space for notes, lettering 
or clippings of interest, relating to the cover. Ample space for this 
purpose is provided both for the face of the cover and for the back of 
the cover which frequently tells a story as interesting as the front. 


The idea in the construction of this album is covered by an appli- 
cation for a patent. The idea is practical, it is the first and only album 
for this purpose that has been offered the collector of covers that will 
permit a complete and easy display of his collection. 


Realizing that many covers which are kept are of little value it 
has been our object to produce an album as low in price as possible. 
With this thought in mind, several different books have been made and 
discarded until today we believe we have produced a book that, consid- 
ering all angles is about the best that can be done. A more expensive 
album could be provided for those who wish to pay for it but our first 
object was to produce something that would meet both the approval and 
the purse of the vast army of collectors of covers. Something cheaper 
could be offered but it would lack the feature of being entirely satis- 
factory. If a dollar and a half or two dollars must be paid for a book 
of this sort, a bit more will permit of having a book that will meet the 
approval of any collector. 


The binder is a three ring binder of good quality, pages are of a 
fancy grade of light brown stiff paper. In a ring binder the pages will 
of course lay flat. Throughout the book the pages alternate in form. 
Between each two full complete pages is a skeleton page with two 
tongues. In placing covers in the album the left end of the cover is slit 
or clipped with shears, the cover is then slid over one of the tongues. 
In turning the pages of the album, you take hold of the full pages and 
turn them over which flops over the tongued page holding the cover. 
Thus you have either the front or the back of the cover in view. On 
the opposite full page you place clippings or notes referring to the cover. 
With each album is provided a sufficient number of cloth washers for 
placing about the ring holes in the pages. By the use of these wash- 
ers = considerate handling of the album the pages will wear indefi- 
nitely. 


Pages are 84 inches wide by 11 inches high. A complete album 
will hold 80 covers, besides a vast amount of clippings, pictures and 
information which can all be arranged in a form that will make your 
collection an interesting display.

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OUR “SMALLEST POSTOFFICE” 
IS A CAROLINA LOG CABIN 





What is called “the smallest 
postoffice” in America is located 
at Grimshaw, Jackson County, N. 
C. Built of logs more than fifty 
years ago, and resting before 
Whiteside, the great Alleghany 
peak, this picturesque little log 
building commands a remarkable 
view. 

This smallest of postoffices was 
built by its first postmaster and 
has taken his name. Mr. Grim- 
shaw, a native of Canada, came to 
find health among the Carolina 
hills. The building is six feet 
wide and eight feet long. With so 
much space to spare, a porch two 
and one-half feet wide was cut off, 
leaving the working space inside 
six feet by five and one-half feet. 

The present postmaster, W. S. 
Alexander, recently estimated the 
annual volume of business for the 
office at $150 to $175, and added 
that it “might reach $200.” 

There is no ominous sign to 
greet the eyes of visitors about the 
early mailing of packages at this 
time of the year. Here are no 
15,000,000 letters daily passing 
through this office, as in New 
York; nevertheless letters come 
from afar and go to all parts of 
the world from Grimshaw in the 
Smokies. 

“The postoffice doesn’t take all 
my time,” explained Postmaster 
Alexander. “So, in addition, we run 
a boarding house accommodating 
as many as twenty guests, and I 
often act as guide on their expedi- 
tions up Whiteside and further in- 
to the Great Smokies. The guests 
like the mail, are from all parts 
of the world.

MAIL TRAVELS FAR 
BETWEEN NEIGHBOR TOWNS 





Plush and Blitzen, 45 Miles Apart, 
1500 Miles by Letter Carrier 





Plush and Blitzen, in southeast- 
ern Oregon, are only 45 miles 
apart, yet mail addressed from one 
to the other must travel approxi- 
mately 1500 miles by rail and 
stage, a trip requiring several 
days. 

Plush is about 40 miles north- 
east of Lakeview, in southern Lake 
county, and Blitzen is 115 miles 
south of Burns, in southern Har- 
ney county and just west of the 
Steens mountains. Between the 
two places is great open country 
filled with rolling hills, sage brush, 
and antelope herds, but no charted 
roads. 

Mail sent from Plush to Blitzen, 
for instance, must go by stage 
from Plush to Lakeview; then by 
rail to Alturas, Cal.; to Wendell, 
Cal.; to Fernley, Nev.; to Ogden, 
Utah; to Pocatello, Idaho; to On- 
tario, Ore.; to Crane or Burns, and 
thence by stage to Blitzen, nearly 
1500 miles total distance. 

Plush, it is said, was named 
after a Piute Indian who was un- 
able to say “flush” when playing 
poker with cowboys, but instead 
said “plush,” a name given him by 
the cowboys. Blitzen was named 
after the Donner und Blitzen river, 
which bears the German name for 
thunder and lightning, given the 
river by troops in frontier days 
when a thunder and lightning 
storm came up.

FILATELIK FAIRY TALES 





Introducing the well-known big 
game hunter, Professor Whiffle. 

“Good evening, friends. Tonight 
I am going to tell you about one 
of the most exciting incidents in 
my vast and-varied career. 

I set out from Kabinda on the 
inland express (Mozambique No. 
120). And travelled as far as 
Waki Waku, a native village in 
Belgian Congo (Liberia No. 227). 
Here I organized a safari; and pro- 
ceeded up the river in native canoes 
(Liberia No. 123) until we reached 
a point where navigation was made 
impossible by numerous’ water 
falls (Congo No. 48). I went from 
here to the elephant region. The 
porters became unruly and finally 
the spearsmen left the expedition. 
This put me in unpleasant circum- 
stances as spearsmen (Congo No. 
53) are essential to elephant hunt- 
ing.

Soon after the desertion, we 
sighted a mammoth elephant in an 
open field (Congo No. 51). The 
native archers could not be induced 
to go within a hundred yards of 
the elephant; and at that range 
they were ineffective, succeeding 
only in wounding the beast.

With great 
fortitude, I approached the suffer- 
ing mammal and before it could 
move, I drew the arrow from its 
leg. For sixty seconds the ele- 
phant stood motionless, looking at 
me with large, tender eyes. (Congo 
No. 99) Then to my astonishment 
it raised me upon its back and I, 
triumphantly, returned to the camp 
where the awe-stricken natives re- 
garded me as a god.”

CASSAVA 





On the one-pence of the 1919 
issue of Jamaica, an Arawak is 
portrayed making Cassava. This 
food is used in place of wheat 
flour, throughout Latin and South 
America. The plants grow to a 
height of from six to nine feet and 
the roots are generally from two to 
three feet in length and about eight 
inches thick. The roots are washed 
and then stripped of their rind. 
They are grated down to a pulp, 
and could be used in this form if 
it was not for the poisonous juice 
which is present in bitter Cassava. 

To remove the juice, the pulp is 
put into strong canvas bags and 
a great pressure is applied. The 
flour which remains is formed in- 
to cakes and baked on an iron 
plate. Tapioca is prepared from 
Cassava.

He was influential in 
the passing of the Catholic Eman- 
cipation Bill of a hundred years 
ago. This act permitted Catholics 
to become members of Parliament 
as well as hold other public offices. 
O’Connell then founded the Repeal 
Party for the purpose of breaking 
the union with England. This 
movement, however, collapsed at 
his death. The set consists of 
three values, the two, three, and 
nine pence; and bears O’Connell’s 
portrait.

GARDEN CITY, NEW YORK 
FIRST TO SEND AIR MAIL 


In these pages recently there ap- 
peared an account of the rivalry 
between three cities in Georgia, 
Atlanta, Savannah and Albany, for 
the honor of having been the first 
to dispatch air mail in that sec- 
tion of the United States, if not 
in the whole country. It now ap- 
pears that there is an active so- 
ciety of 1,000 members, known as 
the American Air Mail Society, 
with headquarters in Binghamton, 
N. Y., which keeps track of these 
matters and has a record of all air 
mail services, kept chiefly from 
the collectors’ and philatelic angle. 

According to L. B. Gatchell, sec- 
retary of this society, Atlanta is 
correct in its contention of being 
the first city in Georgia to send 
mail by air. followed by Savannah, 
Columbus—for which the honor 
was not claimed in the dispatch 
to The New York Times—and Al- 
bany. Honors for the first air 
mail delivery in the United States 
fall, however, to Garden City, N. 


Y., which sent special aerial mail 
to near-by Mineola for a number 
of days, beginning with Sept. 23, 
1911. i 

There is apparently an active 
collector’s interest in the covers 
used for these pioneer air missives. 
In the Air Mail Society’s catalog 
they are quoted at prices ranging 
from $20 each, for those sent from 
Sept. 30 to Oct. 1, on the Garden 
City Estates-Mineola service (the 
first two days’ covers are listed at 
$38 each) to $75 for covers used 
in the service from Atlanta on 
Nov. 16, 17, and 18 of the same 
year. Other covers range in price 
up to $200 each for those used on 
the San Francisco-Hawaii flight of 
1927. 

Among the 1911 air mail serv- 
ices, in addition to those already 
mentioned, which are listed by the 
society, are St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 4, 
5 and 7; Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 21, 
and Fort Smith, Ark., Nov. 5 and 6. 
For the last named flight a special 
souvenir postcard was printed. 

These early flights were usually 
made in connection with State 
fairs or race meetings, at which 
some pilots of the barnstorming 
days were available. They had 
official recognition by the Post- 
office Department, however, and 
special cancellation marks, usually 


naming the flight, were used. 
Sometimes special sub-stations 
were created for the purpose. 


Special postage stamps have, of 
course, been issued for a number 
of air mail services, and these, as 
well as the covers, are matters of 
particular interest to the Air Mail 
Society, the membership of which 
is scattered internationally. 
—New York Times.

Effective January ist, a new 
schedule of higher prices on many 
stamped envelopes will go into ef- 
fect. It is stated that the cause 
for this increase is due to the use 
of a better and stronger quality 
of paper in these envelopes. 

It is high time that this was 
done for the quality of the paper 
in Government stamped envelopes 
has been quite poor for many years 
past. In many foreign countries 
it is possible to buy a heavy weight 
first class envelope at the post- 
office when one has occasion to use 
such an envelope for mailing. In 
this country, one must go to a 
stationery store if they hope to 
get an envelope that is strong 
enough and suitable for mailing 
anything bulky. 

At the same time the announce- 
ment is made that the Number 3 
size Government envelope will be 
discontinued so soon as the pres- 
ent stock is exhausted.
